The Methodists commenced in 1614, They 
claim that the zeal which Jed JOHN and CHARLES 
Wse_eY to don the surplice and. go down inte 
the mines of Cornwall to preach the everlasting 
Gospel to souls darkened by ein was burning 
here. for the conversion of the red men, and 
“ the origin of Indian missions clearly indicates 
the hand. of Divine Providence.” . They arose 
in this wise: Some fifty-five years ago, there 
dwelt in Marietta, on the banks of the Ohio, a 
colored man named JOHN STEWART. He was

It provides for the removal of any of the Police 

Commissioners for cause by the Mayor, with the 

eoncurrence of two-thirds of the Common Coun- 
eil. 





A story has been circulated around the Legis- | 
lature this morning, and was repeated during 


the discussion in the Senate, that Gov. Horr- 
man had said that Speaker SmrrH had called at 
the Executive Chamber and urged him to veto 
the bill. Iam assured by the Speaker that such 
is not the fact, and that if Gov. HOFFMAN au- 
thorized such a story, he was laboring under a 
mustake. The Speaker did call on the Governor 
a few days ago, with a view to ascertain whether 

} he intended to sign the bill or to veto ir. 
ia The sGovernor said he should not sign 
it, and sbould ¢éither vevo it ‘or let 
it become a law without his signature by the 
ten days’ limitation. The Speaker, in reply, 
said that if the Governor concluded to veto it, 
be wished he would let him know the fact a day 
or two beforeband so that he might have the 
Wall recalied and amended to suit his wishes—a 
request which the Governor. utterly disregard- 
ed, although it has. hitherto been his custom to 
grant similar requests and even to notify the 
friends of bille of his intentions, in order thai 
they might save their bills. 

.The Assembly had quite a lively session ip 
spite of the fact that only dbout seventy-five 
members were present. The time was mostly 
eccupied in general orders, and several impor- 
tant bills were ordered to a third reading.

Canoeing. 

The Tres may fairly claim the credit of 
having attracted the attention of American 
young men to that admirable athletic sport, 
canoeing. This Spring has witnessed the 
organization of a Canoe Club in this City, 
and during the coming Summer its flag will 
be displayed in regattas and cruises. and its 
tiny yachts will be a frequent feature of our 
bays and rivers. 

The cance invented by Mr, Macerecor, 
of the Rob. Roy, and greatly improved by 
subsequent enthusiasts, is a canoe only in 
name. The model adopted by the New-York 
Canoe Club has a square sternpost, a sail, 
and two masts. It is an answer to the prob- 
lem how to construct a boat perfectly adapt- 
ed to the purpose of cruising in inland 
waters, and a more thorough and perfect 
answer could not be desired. 

The man who wishes to explore saved 
large or small, and to pass, by means of shel- 
tered ‘creeks and short portages, from. the 
head-waters of one stream to those of an- 
other, needs a boat in which he can. sail 
when the wind is favorable, in which he can 
sleep at night, and which is sufficiently light 
to be carried or dragged overland by himself, 
unassisted. The ordinary row-boat will not 
answer, since it gives him no shelter at 
night; is not adapted to carrying any appre- | 
‘ciable amount of sail, and is too heavy to 
be taken out of the water and carried over 
éven ‘the shortest portage. The smallest 
sail-boat draws too much water. for shallow, 
streams ; 18 wholly dependent .upon the wind, 
‘and needs a yoke of oxen to drag it ashore. |) 
|The canoe, on the contrary, carries a large 
surface of sail, and‘can be paddled: when’ 
‘the wind is fonl with more ‘ease than a 
'Whitehall boat can be rowed. It carries its.|’ 
owner comfortably, with his. baggage and. 
istores, and affords him s dry-aud comforta- 
dle: ibed at night. It draws only two or 
tthiee inches of water, and weighs but fifty- 
four pounds. It therefore meets every re- 
quirement for cruising, since it is an. easy. 
task to sary fifty-four pounds over a short 
portage, and it can‘be sailed or paddled in 
the ‘day-time ‘and slept in ‘whet the day's 
fork ts over.
